REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.132 submitted on May 12, 2006 shows that the inventive compound provide a 
photothermographic material with a significant increase in sensitivity in comparing to the 
compound known in the applied prior art of record, i.e., more than 15 % increase. Therefore, 
this increase would have been found significant to one of ordinary skill in the art, and therefore, 
the results obviates any rejection under 35 USC 1039a) set forth in the office action of record. 

The translation of the foreign priority document submitted on May 12, 2006 obviates the 
rejection under 35 USC 102(e) over Ohezi et al (US 2004/0033454A1). The rejection under the 
obviousness double patenting over the copending application serial no. 10/285,644 is withdrawn 
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in view of the applicants'argument. The invention claimed in 10/285,644 is not directed to the 
compound having pyrazolidone group.
